HAPPY BIRTHDAY, VOICE 
Until the Vo ice o f America was fo unded 
in Wo rld War II so me 15 y ears ago , the 
United States nev er had made a sy stematic 
effo rt to tell the wo rld its sto ry . 
The war taught us the abso lute neces­ 
sity o f spreading abro ad o ur full sto ry — 
no t o nly the activ ity o f the war fro nt but 
the po rtrait o f American demo cracy at 
wo rk. We realized that there was danger 
in allo wing dictato r co untries to spray their 
v erbal po iso n abo ut in a v acuum. 
At the o utset, o f co urse, we were ev i­ 
dent amateurs as measured against the 
practical to talitarian pro pagandists. But 
thro ugh the y ears we hav e learned a great 
deal abo ut the business o f getting the truth 
to ld in the wo rld’s far co rners. 
Occasio nally we hav e fo o lishly put to o 
much stress o n friv o lo us o r so rdid aspects 
o f American life. No w and then we hav e 
mo mentarily aped o ur riv als in misguided 
effo rt to o utdo them at their o wn game. 
But, by and large, the Vo ice and the 
bro ader info rmatio n serv ices no w lumped 
to gether in the U. S. Info rmatio n Agency 
hav e do ne a splendid trail-blazing jo b fo r 
this co untry . 
Seldo m hav e they had eno ugh mo ney fo r 
best results. By co mpariso n with So v iet 
pro paganda effo rts, o urs lo o k quite mo dest 
in scale. Yet we hav e succeeded in giv ing 
the wo rld a much mo re understandable po r­ 
trait o f America than it had 15 y ears ago . 
There are still grav e pro blems aside fro m 
mo ney . Our info rmatio n wo rk must be 
clo sely tied to o fficial go v ernment fo reign 
po licy . That puts it in a kind o f strait 
jacket. 
But the argument is made that there is 
no help fo r this, since fo reigner’s inev itably 
identify any federally spo nso red utterance 
with o fficial po licy . The fear is they wo uld 
be badly co nfused if the Vo ice “ to o k o ff” 
o n its o wn. 
Neither the Vo ice no r related info rmatio n 
serv ices alway s draw’ to p perso nnel. The 
caliber o f o ur pro duct mo v es up and do wn 
with the quality o f o ur pro pagandists. 
But to day we hav e a sprawling info rma­ 
tio n netwo rk with a backlo g o f a decade 
and a half’s ex perience. 
Its acco unts o f American life and wo rld 
affairs girdle the earth in bro adcasts and 
o ther repo rts in 4 0 languages. President 
Eisenho wer’s anniv ersary bro adcast went 
o ut o v er 78 transmitters. His English- 
speaking audience alo ne was figured at 2 00 
millio n peo ple. 
The Vo ice o f America tackles a to ugh 
assignment o n which it can nev er let up. 
But it has earned its 15 birthday candles. 


In a co uple o f hundred wo rds at Getty s­ 
burg Linco ln summed up a natio n’s faith 
in its cause and its ho pes fo r the future. 
To day mo st o rato rs take sev eral times that 
number o f wo rds to intro duce the fello w 
who is go ing to intro duce the speaker. 


MAVERICK MISSILES 
The public generally understands that a 
great deal o f military fly ing is necessary in 
peace time. It is reco gnized, and accepted, 
that men canno t be trained witho ut a lo t 
o f such fly ing. It also is understo o d that 
an o ccasio nal accident is inev itable. 
There is less general understanding, ho w­ 
ev er, o f why the armed fo rces must release 
unmanned guided missiles where there is 
a chance that such missiles may get o ut o f 
co ntro l and plunge into a po pulated area. 
Here again, the public realizes that such 
missiles must be launched in co nsiderable 
number if they are to be perfected. But 
many peo ple are no t co nv inced that mis­ 
siles sho uld be fired o v er land areas as lo ng 
as there is a chanch that they will ev ade 
co ntro l. 
Perhaps the Air Fo rce o ught to clarify 
the situatio n by ex plaining publicly why 
the guided missiles must be launched o v er 
land rather than o ut to sea.

There seems to be a growing belief that op in­ 
ion must be formed or informed and that the un­ 
educated masses do not know enough to make any 
sense. Those who think this way have to exp lain 
how it hap p ens that so large a p art of the Ameri­ 
can p op ulation have gone to high school and 
some kind of college in this generation. Do they , 
assert that in the good, old day s when so few 
had college educations that the majority of our 
ncoDle were better informed than they are toda> . 
O M s this an admission of the failure of ou r edu­ 
cational institutions? 
Also the assump tion that the p eop le aie so 
uninformed is a criticism of ou r newsp ap ers, 
m a r i n e s radio and television which reach more 
S c a n s than over before Is it no» r ‘h 
>h 
most hard-headed, p ractical citizens find their 
own conclusions from the data p resented to th< m . 
Dean Edward W. B arrett of the Gradu ate 
School of Journalism at Columbia Lniversit\ has 
stated the case of the well-informed versus the 
uninformed better than I had ever seen it done. 
He said: 
*T 
for one, shudder at what might hap p en 
if some new mountebank, as temp orarily p er­ 
suasive as a Joe McCarthy should arise andI start 
inflaming our highly vocal but ill-in formed cit 
zens on the delicate issues that lie ahead. I hat 
is why , just as de Toqucville feared the ‘ty ranny 
of the majority ,’ men like W alter Lip p mann to­ 
day see domination by uninformed mass op inion 
as a grave threat.” 
However, it is mass op inion, informed or un­ 
informed, which is bound to p revail in all but 
totalitarian 
countries. 
The 
question 
then 
is 
whether it is necessary to change our form of 
government and to limit the rights of the p eop le 
so that instead of uninformed mass op inion, we 
shall be governed by informed elite op inion. And 
what evidence is there to establish the assurance 
that the informed can also think well and com­ 
p etent lv? For instance, it is not difficult to be­ 
come informed about Arab history and literatu re 
or even to learn to read and sp eak Arabic, 
Aramaic and Hebrew. But does that have any re- 
lationship to wisdom or judgment or the emotion­ 
al quality of p atriotism? 
I am making no defense of ignorance but I 
mu st ask why even in Soviet Russia w*here the 
government need p ay no attention to p ublic op in­ 
ion, informed or uninformed, th^y have not en­ 
tru sted their government to a council of exp eits 
but rather to two roughneck p oliticians such as 
Khruschev and Bulganin. 
There is a vast hiatus between the cap acity 
to amass information and the ability to tbink out 
p roblems. 
Such a 
statesm an as 
Sir 
\\ inston 
Churchill is not an exp ert in many fields. 
He 
could hire these exp erts who briefed him as to 
the facts, but it takes judgment, imagination, 
p rescience, wisdom to see the consequences of a 
p olitical action may be decades after the action 
was initiated. 
Perhap s that exp lains why Stalin was able to 
increase 
the 
territory of 
Russia 
bey ond 
the 
dreams of Peter the Great. Khrushchev was u n­ 
doubtedly correct when he said that Stalin was 
a p oor general and something of a coward, but 
Stalin fought a winning war and if Americans 
wish to claim that they won the w ar for Stalin, 
it can bo said for him that he knew how to horn- 
swoggle the United States into doing it and giv­ 
ing him $11,000,000,000 besides. 
Who is informed and who is uninformed? In 
the area of the world which I know best, I read 
the names of p ersons as exp erts whose judgment 
has not been as sound as that of a m erchant buy ­ 
ing handkerchiefs and u nderwear in Swatow. The 
difference between a footnote reader and one 
who has to deal closely with a p eop le is that the 
Jo rm er believes what an established name has 
cited as a tru th, even though the established 
name is only quoting another established name, 
whereas the latter has had to learn the p sy chol­ 
ogy of a p eop le to be able to deal with them. 
When Michael Borodin came to China in 1924 to 
rule it, which he managed to do for nearly three 
y ears he hardly knew any thing about the p eop le 
or the country . He knew no dialect of Chinese 
and sp oke through an interp reter. But he was a 
born p sy chologist. Borodin had the advantage of 
being a revolutionist by p rofession in a country 
that wanted a revolution.

SUICIDE 


Preoccu p ation with thou ghts of suicide is 
usually only one asp ect of the individual’s p oor 
adju stm ent to life but it mu st be treated ef­ 
fectively before other p roblems aie considered, 
as we can u nderstand. Dr. Herbert Hendin, Belle­ 
vue Hosp ital, New York city , tells us that the 
treatm ent for suicide does not differ very much 
from the intensive p sy chotherap y (treatm ent of 
the p sy che—mind and emotions) given for other 
disturbances. 
Psy chotherap y can remove the danger of 
suicide. However, the final outlook mu st take 
into consideration the entire p ersonality . A con­ 
cealed p redisp osition 
to dep ression or schizo­ 
p hrenia is difficult to alter p ermanently . If the 
therap ist can establish mu tu ally satisfactory re­ 
lations with the individual, ou t-p atient m anage­ 
ment is usually p ossible with a reasonable degree 
of safety . However, aggressive, p aranoid (suf­ 
fering from delusions of p ersecution) p atients, 
who are subject to sudden severe emotional 
shifts between rage and fear, and ap athetic 
schizop hrenic p atients, who are overwhelmed by 
guilt and fear, are difficult to handle. 
The p atient’s dreams often p rovide a good 
indicator of the danger of suicide. When individ­ 
uals have fantasies in which death is a means of 
gratification, such as joining a loved one already 
dead, suicide is a great danger. The degree oi 
suicidal intent is usually slight when sp ite and 
the desire to force affection are together the 
dominant motives. However, the factor of the 
intensity of the motive is ju st as im p ortant as 
its ty p e. 
Suicide may rep resent escap e for p ersons who 
feel worthless and deserving of p unishment. Some 
p atients with delusions of guilt desire atonem ent 
and reinstatem ent in the ey es of someone else. 
For others, suicide is a flight from p ersistent 
hau nting fear of p unishment. 
Many , but not all, p atients p reoccup ied with 
thou ghts of suicide are rep ressed. Loss of a loved 
object—which may be a p erson, money or p osi­ 
tion—is a common cause of the dep ression. Emo­ 
tional imbalance resu lts when the p atient’s self­ 
esteem is dep endent up on the relationship with 
the loved object. This relationship may have 
gratified 
infantile dep endency 
needs 
and 
re­ 
p ressed feelings of fear, unworthiness. and help ­ 
lessness. When the loved object is suddenly lost, 
the rep ressed feelings assume huge p rop ortions 
before the individual can adap t. 
Emotional readju stm ent and reintegration are 
p articu larly difficult for aged p eop le as the p er­ 
sonality becomes rigid. An old p erson may make 
feeble attem p ts to adju st for months or severa 
y ears after death of a sp ouse and finally commit 
suicide. 
A p aranoid disp osition frequ ently alternates 
with dep ression. During the p aranoid p eriod, the 
p atient is concerned with alleged m istreatm ent 
and blames others for difficulties. However, the 
p atient is likely to feel worthless and blame him­ 
self if a love relationship is not successful.
